The Far in Euveau has been inform- 


ed that immediate ac.tion is necessary 
if'our present Dog Law is to be held 
intact. The 'Pennsylvania Dog Law 
is not perfect, but it is generally 
known and described as the best dog 
law in the United States. At a rep- 
resentative meeting in Harrisburg- 
last winter, sheep raisers and farm- 
ers decided to offer no amendments to 
it and to o ipose any effort to tamper 
-with it. Naw a bill (House'Bill 1000) 
amending the Dog Law j?as.sed the 
House of Representatives and is now 
in the hands of the Agricultural Com- 
mittee of the Senate. This, bill cuts 
out of Section'IS of the Dog Law, the 
authority of police officers to kill un- 
licensed dogs, which so amends the 
Dog Law as to make it worthless. 
There is considerable pressure back of 
this bill and it will take decided action 
to defeat it. The way to kill it is to 
let every Senator know that farmers 
are emphatically opposed to any tam- 
pering with the best dog law in the 
United States. Every sheep grower 
and farmer who is interested in sheep 
as well as business men should write 
to S. J. Miller of Msulera, our Senator, 
for this district and urge him to do all 
that he can to oppose the passage'of 
the Bill. It 
took years to get our 


present Dog Law. This law has meant 
a decided growth in the sheep- indus- 
try and if this growth is to be contin- 
ued wo must put oxir shoulder to the 
wheel and protest for our just rights.

The Far in Euveau has been inform- 


ed that immediate ac.tion is necessary 
if'our present Dog Law is to be held 
intact. The 'Pennsylvania Dog Law 
is not perfect, but it is generally 
known and described as the best dog 
law in the United States. At a rep- 
resentative meeting in Harrisburg- 
last winter, sheep raisers and farm- 
ers decided to offer no amendments to 
it and to o ipose any effort to tamper 
-with it. Naw a bill (House'Bill 1000) 
amending the Dog Law j?as.sed the 
House of Representatives and is now 
in the hands of the Agricultural Com- 
mittee of the Senate. This, bill cuts 
out of Section'IS of the Dog Law, the 
authority of police officers to kill un- 
licensed dogs, which so amends the 
Dog Law as to make it worthless. 
There is considerable pressure back of 
this bill and it will take decided action 
to defeat it. The way to kill it is to 
let every Senator know that farmers 
are emphatically opposed to any tam- 
pering with the best dog law in the 
United States. Every sheep grower 
and farmer who is interested in sheep 
as well as business men should write 
to S. J. Miller of Msulera, our Senator, 
for this district and urge him to do all 
that he can to oppose the passage'of 
the Bill. It 
took years to get our 


present Dog Law. This law has meant 
a decided growth in the sheep- indus- 
try and if this growth is to be contin- 
ued wo must put oxir shoulder to the 
wheel and protest for our just rights.
